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Executive summary and recommendations 


The ethnic Vietnamese church in Northern Vietnam is growing rapidly with a 7.7% yearly 
conversion growth rate. At this rate of growth, the church will double in size in ten years. 
Although the Protestant church in Northern Vietnam is still very small in numbers, the church 
should rejoice that God's grace is reaching more and more people and resulting in this rapid 
growth (2 Cor 4:15). 

More than anything else, the age of a church is the most important factor in its growth. Young 
churches grow much more rapidly than older churches and most young churches meet in homes. 

Recommendation 1: Planting new churches should be a priority. 

Do it the easy way: start in homes. 

The second most significant factor for churches growing rapidly is unpaid church leadership. This 
is probably because when there are no paid staff, all members become more active. Over 75% of 
all new believers come to the Lord through ordinary Christians, not through paid church workers. 
This is another indication that church growth is not mainly generated by 'professional' Christians. 

Recommendation 2: View churches with unpaid leaders as a valid expression of church that 
is especially blessed by the Lord. 

About twice as many women as men are becoming Christians. And, of those born in Christian 
families, men tend to disappear from the church after marriage. 

Recommendation 3: Work on church programs that appeal to men. Churches must design 
church programs, services, and opportunities to participate and serve, 
that are more appealing to men. 

In over half of all cases, the person who influenced someone to put their faith in Jesus, was more 
than five years older than the person they evangelized. The research also showed that older 
people are more open to the Gospel relative to people of other ages. 

Recommendation 4: Train older church members in using opportunities to share their faith 
with those who are younger. 

The role of printed material in conversion is extremely important with more than 85% of those 
who said media influenced them in becoming a Christian identifying the Bible, tracts or books as 
the most influential media. 

Recommendation 5: Make sure there are quality printed materials that give people 
something to read about the Christian faith. 

Other significant findings: 

• Nearly 60% of recent converts gave "to know the truth" as a significant motivation in 
becoming a Christian. Vietnamese are searching for the truth. 

• Teenagers convert easily, but also disappear easily. Give personal attention to them. 

• There is some indication ancestor worship plays a role in Protestant families. This needs 
further research, and if confirmed needs to be addressed. 

• Most Christians falsely believe God heals if you have enough faith. Biblical teaching on 
this subject is badly needed. Wrong doctrine negatively affects church growth.

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1 Protestant Christianity in Vietnam 


1.1 History of Protestantism 

The Protestant church in Vietnam is a little over a hundred years old. The first Protestant 
missionaries entered Vietnam in the last decade of the 19 th century. Agents of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society distributed scriptures and used slides and oil lanterns to depict the life of 
Christ, but they did not plant churches. The first church-planting mission was the Christian & 
Missionary Alliance (C&MA) which entered Vietnam in 1911 and stationed personnel in Tourane 
(now Danang). The beginning of the Protestant church in Vietnam is usually counted from this year. 
C&MA missionaries were stationed in Hai Phong in 1915 and in Hanoi in 1916. 

For a more thorough history of the Protestant Church in Vietnam see Reg Reimer's book, Vietnam's 
Christians: A Century of Growth in Adversity, William Carey Library, 2011. 

1.2 The number of Protestants in 2017 

It is difficult to be certain about the number of Protestants in 2017. However, the best data suggests 
that there were at least 1.6 million Protestants, representing about 1.8% of the population. 

However, approximately three quarters of these are among a few of the minorities (where the 
number of Protestant Christians can be between 30% and 50%). 

Among the 80 million Viet Kinh, approximately 0.5% are Protestant Christians. However, the 
distribution is very uneven. The proportion of the Kinh who are Protestant Christians is about 
twenty times higher in Southern Vietnam (~1%) than in Northern Vietnam (~0.05%). 

The research in this project was done among this latter population segment - Vietnamese-speaking 
churches in Northern Vietnam.

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Research Methodology 


2.1 Purpose 

This research was conducted in order to understand: 


How churches grow and multiply so that Christian workers can be 
better equipped to facilitate church growth and multiplication. 

Including: 

• What kind of people are becoming Christians. 

• How they are becoming Christians (what people, experiences, media, motivations, etc.). 

• What kinds of churches have a high conversion growth rate. 

2.2 Methodology 

The primary research methodology was two questionnaires: 

• A "Church Member Survey" that was completed by all those attending the worship service(s) 
on a particular Sunday at the church (See Appendix 1 - Khao sat ve thanh vien Hoi Thanh). 

• A "Questionnaire for Church Leaders" that was completed by the leaders of those churches 
(See Appendix 2 - Bang hoi cho lanh dao Hoi Thanh). 

The focus was on church growth among the ethnic Vietnamese (Viet Kinh) and the survey was 
mainly conducted in ethnic Vietnamese churches, though a small number of ethnic minority 
churches were included. However, the survey was only conducted in the Vietnamese language 
(Tieng Viet) so all those surveyed had to complete it in Vietnamese. 

The main survey work was done in May and June 2017. 

2.3 Participation 

The survey was conducted in 80 churches from a variety of different affiliations.

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3 Individual Survey Results 


3.1 Converts 

In total 2,149 respondents completed the survey. 514 of them were born in Protestant Christian 
families, and 1,528 were converts from another religion (including a few from Roman Catholicism). 
107 respondents did not answer the question about their religious background.

In order to understand the factors in conversion of those who were not born in Protestant homes 
becoming Christians, the individual survey results were divided between those born in Protestant 
homes and those who were not born in Protestant homes. The former group are referred to as 
"Born in Protestant families" and the latter group as "Converts." 

One notable result is that more than half (53.5%) of all respondents were Converts who had become 
Christian within the last ten years. This means that the Northern Vietnamese church is growing 
exceptionally fast at 7.7% conversion growth a year. At this rate, the church will double within ten 
years. Because of the small size in absolute numbers, it might not feel to Northern Vietnamese 
Christians that the church is doing well. But if the current growth rate would be sustained for a 
century, all of Northern Vietnam would be Christian.

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The first important finding is that even among people born in Protestant families, women clearly 
outnumber men. The survey showed that among those present in church, men were as faithful in 
attendance as women. Therefore, the gap is a real one, and not caused by more active female 
church membership. If we assume all girls born in Protestant church attending families grow up to 
be church attenders, 23% of boys drop out of church later in life. The church in Northern Vietnam, 
as is common in many countries, has to find ways to better engage boys and men. 

Among converts the difference is even greater. There are twice as many women who became 
Christians as men. This poses a double challenge to the church: to teach women how to relate to 
non-believing men in their families, and to find better ways to reach men with the Gospel.

It is often assumed that a fast-growing church with many converts is a church with many young 
people. The opposite is true. Christians born in a Christian home are likely to have roughly the same 
age distribution as the general population as long as a significant number are not leaving the church 
as they grow older. Converts come into the church later in life, thus skewing the age distribution to 
older people. Thus, the more converts a church has, the older the average age of its members is 
likely to be. 

Among the Northern Vietnamese, on average converts are slightly older than those born in 
Protestant families.

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3.4 Highest level of education 

The level of education among Northern Vietnamese Christians is relatively high, with only 10% 
having only achieved primary education or less, and about a quarter holding a university degree. 
There is no large difference between the level of education of converts and those born in Protestant 
families. This indicates that openness for the Gospel is uniformly spread among the population 
and not concentrated in one social class.

We have not been able to find exactly comparable data for educational attainment for the 
population as a whole. The census data in the table above is nearly ten years old and for slightly 
different age ranges. However, the comparison supports the conclusion that openness to the Gospel 
is fairly uniform across people with different levels of educational attainment.

The Vietnamese speaking churches in Northern Vietnam consist mainly of ethnic Vietnamese. 
However, among those born in Protestant families over 10% belongs to an ethnic minority. Most of 
these are Hmong. Among converts the percentage of ethnic minorities is much lower, indicating 
that the church in Northern Vietnam has been established longer among the ethnic minorities.

The answers to this question show that ancestor worship is not seen as a religion in Vietnam but that 
it is extremely influential in the lives of most Vietnamese people. Even in families where the 
Protestant Christian faith was the main religion, over 40% of the respondents say ancestor worship 
played a role. What does this mean? Do Protestants worship ancestors? Or venerate them? Or is it 
non-Christian relatives in the same home? Or are they talking about relatives outside the home? 

The answers potentially show a syncretistic tendency among Northern Vietnamese Christians, but 
further research is needed to know whether this is really the case.

It is interesting to note the large number of people who say they became Christian immediately 
upon hearing the Gospel. This seems contrary to the experience of many evangelists. It would be 
interesting to research this further. Do respondents misremember? Do people believe but take 
their time to join the Christian community? Is there another reason for this unexpected finding? In 
any case, these findings emphasize the importance of continually reaching out to new people, as 
people who have been familiar with the Gospel message for over five years, seldom become 
Christians.

This table shows several interesting things. 

• Even among church members born in Protestant families, more than 3 in 4 people say they 
became Christian after 0 years of age. One reason why most Christians from Christian 
families do not say they became Christian at birth, is probably that very few churches 
practice infant baptism. 

• Conversion is not strongly concentrated among young people. To understand this, we need 
to realize that older converts will not all show up in these numbers. For example, converts 
from 30 years ago who were teenagers at the time, can now be found in the 40-49 bracket. 
However, converts from 30 years ago, who were 60 or over at the time have nearly all since 
died. To get a more realistic picture of the age at which people are actually converting, we

This shows that the average age at conversion 
is 37.9, while the median is 33 (meaning 50% of all converts are 33 or older). 3 

• Among converts in 2016, there are more teenagers than among converts overall. This 
suggests that stopping attending church is more common among teenage converts than 
among others. If teenagers would remain Christian at the same rate as other Christians, the 
percentage among all converts that say they converted as teenager would be higher than 
among recent converts, as the teenagers keep on living while the older converts start 
passing away. Therefore, the church should not take young converts for granted, but 
invest heavily in them to disciple them, otherwise they are likely to lose them.

Key results: 

• Teenagers are clearly overrepresented among converts, but in the section above it was 
shown that this is misleading, because they are more likely to revert than others. 

• People in their 20s and 50s are converting at about the rate that might be expected. 

• People in their 30s and 40s are clearly less likely to convert than other age groups. 

• People over 60 are the ones most likely to convert. Their numbers probably even 
underrepresent reality, as people over 70 are more likely not to be physically able to attend 
church and therefore not be part of the survey.

For people born in a Christian family it is not surprising that parents are the main influence. 
Comparison of Viet Kinh with ethnic minority Christians shows an interesting difference. Among 
ethnic minorities, the influence of the parents is greater (60% compared to 40%). And while in both 
communities 'father and mother' is the most common answer, when just one is chosen Viet Kinh 
choose 'mother' twice as often as 'father,' while ethnic minorities choose 'father' twice as often as 
mother. The stronger role of fathers in ethnic minority families might very well be the explanation 
that the gender gap for church attending Christians is absent among ethnic minorities, while it is 
13% among ethnic Vietnamese. Fathers need to be involved in the spiritual formation of their 
children, especially to build the faith of their sons.

Roughly 1/3 of converts were influenced by family or relatives, 1/4 by a Christian worker, and 1/6 by 
a friend. This shows the church cannot depend on professionals for the spread of the Gospel. Most 
people come to the Lord through people they know, not through pastors or evangelists.

The unequivocal conclusion from this table is that older people are more effective influencers for 
the Gospel (which we could also call evangelists), though there is a strange dip for people in their 
sixties. This becomes especially clear when it is considered that, because of the broad base of the 
population pyramid, there are more younger people than older people. When this is factored in, 

people in their 50s are 2.4 times as effective as evangelists as people in their 20s, and people in 
their 70s are 3.7 times as effective. 

If we consider that older people are more likely to become Christian that younger people, but are far 
more effective as evangelists, this suggests that in most case the person who influences another 
person to become a Christian, is older than them. And that is exactly what the data shows:

In fact, the chance that the evangelist is over 23 years older than the person coming to Christ, is as 
big as the chance that the evangelist is over 5 years younger. This is remarkable, especially as we 
saw that people are converting at older ages than often assumed. The high respect of Vietnamese 
for age means that the Gospel is much more easily communicated from older to younger than the 
other way around.

The media question resulted in several unexpected findings. 

• Printed media is mentioned 5 times as often as all other media combined. 

• The Bible is the most influential. 

• Tracts are mentioned almost twice as often as TV, video, radio, and internet combined. 

• Internet is starting to make its mark, and has a larger influence than radio and TV 

(the lack of influence of TV and radio is not surprising as there is not much Christian content 
on Vietnamese TV or radio).

It is interesting to see the wide variety of answers given. Gospel content, a direct encounter with 
God, being impressed by the life of Christians, and the impact of church meetings, are all mentioned 
by large groups of people. The difference in answers between people born in Protestant families 
and converts is surprisingly small. The main differences are that people from Protestant families 
more often mention studying the Bible, while converts more often mention the importance of 
personal witnessing. 

Maybe most striking is the importance for converts of personal witnessing. All church activities 
combined do not impact the same number of people as one on one Gospel sharing. Inviting people 
to church is not enough, they need to hear personally what the gospel is all about.

Members from Protestant families mention spiritual motivations slightly more often than converts, 
while converts more often mention non-spiritual motivation like healing and God's help in this life. 
This is even stronger among recent converts, which suggests that over time converts retroactively 
bring their motivations more into line with the teaching in the church.

There is a wide variety in the size of groups. If you ask a new Christian whether they became part of 
a group of people that had become Christian together, you have an 80% chance of hearing 'yes', and 
a number anywhere between 2 and 50.

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3.16 Marriage 

Analysis of marriage patterns in relation to conversion is complicated. Looking at all the different 
permutations, we find the following: 

• 62% of Christian men married a Christian woman, with very little difference between those 
born in Protestant families and converts. 

• Only 42% of Christian women married a Christian man. 52% of women born in Christian 
families did so, but only 35% of converts. 

• Until now, 71% of men who married a non-Christian wife saw their wife become Christian. 
Only 44% of women who married a non-Christian husband saw their husbands become 
Christian. 

There is a high rate of intermarriage with non-Christians. Especially for female converts it is very 
hard to find a Christian husband. More emphasis in the church's teaching on the importance of 
Christian marriage, and therefore on marrying a Christian spouse, is important. However, even if all 
Christian men married a Christian woman, there still would be many Christian women who could not 
find a Christian husband. The church should teach more on how women can win a suitor to Christ 
before marriage. And assuming women will continue to marry non-Christian men, the church will 
have to teach more on how to win them to Christ in marriage. 

Men are far more likely to win their wives to Christ than the other way around. This should give 
women pause for thought when they are considering marrying a non-Christian. However, the 44% 
of non-Christian husbands who came to Christ since marriage will continue to grow as each year 
more of them become Christian. 

It seems that movement the other way, a Christian leaving church after marrying a non-Christian, is 
happening far less frequently. Of course, people leaving the church are not part of the survey. But 
we saw that women were more likely to be influenced by their husbands than the other way around. 
If women would also be influenced by non-Christian husbands and leave church, the percentage of 
women among married people would be lower than among non-married people. But the opposite is 
true (see table below).

So even though mixed marriages are frowned upon for Biblical reasons, they seem to be one of the 
ways that the church in Northern Vietnam is growing. 

Among those born in Protestant families, the male / female ratio is about even for unmarried 
people. However, among married people women are overrepresented by 62%. A similar pattern is 
visible among converts. This disappearance of men after marriage should be a concern to the 
church in Northern Vietnam and needs more research.

An amazing 39% of all converts say none of their closest friends are Christians. This is an 
opportunity for the church: most members have close relationships with non-Christians, so many 
opportunities to share the Gospel. At the same time, it is a challenge, as it is harder for Christians 
without Christian friends to lead a consistent Christian life. 

As people are Christians longer, they get more Christian friends. However, this process is slower and 
less extensive than expected. Among converts from 2016 and 2017, 46% had no Christian friends 
among their 5 closest friends. Among converts from before 2007, 32% still do not have a single 
Christian friend among their closest friends. For the same groups the percentage for whom all 5 
closest friends are Christians grows from 4% among the recent converts to 18% among the older 
converts. 

In sociology of religion it is considered a truism that most people convert to bring their faith into 
alignment with the people they have the strongest bond with. This finding challenges this 
assumption. 

3.18 Meetings 

The tables below show there is little or no difference between converts and those born in Protestant 
families in faithful church attendance. 70% of all church members attend a worship service weekly, 
with about the same number claiming to attend at least one other church meeting (often a house 
group) during the week. Two thirds of all members have talked about Jesus with a non-believer 
within the last month. This paints the picture of a very active, committed Christian community in 
Northern Vietnam.

In three areas, overwhelming majorities agree with doctrines that historically have been important 
in Protestantism and evangelicalism: (2) Jesus never sinned, (4) Everything the Bible teaches is true, 
and (5) If you don't believe in Christ you are eternally lost. Less than 10% of respondents deny this, 
less than 20% do not answer the question and about 75% fill in the right answer. 

In another area there is more confusion. A little less than half of the respondents correctly state 
that we are not saved by keeping God's law (1). About three in ten leave this question blank. This is 
higher than for the other questions, indicating that people are not sure about the right answer. 

More emphasis on God's grace and the impossibility to earn heaven through our own efforts is 
important to develop a stronger biblical understanding of what the Gospel is.

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In one area, a majority of the respondents give an answer that is incompatible with historic 
evangelicalism. Two thirds say that if you have enough faith you will be healed (3). Only 15% 
correctly deny this. This probably shows the influence of teaching originating in the more extreme 
branches of the charismatic movement. If somebody says 'if you believe, you will be healed,' and 
somebody else answers 'actually, not necessarily,' it is very easy to be seen as having less faith and 
being less spiritual. Therefore, it is often not said. The result, as seen in this survey, is that the 
extreme charismatic influences determine the theological outlook of church members in this area. 
But in the end the thesis that faith always leads to healing can only be held onto with a strong 
commitment to either lying or refusing to face the facts. This wrong teaching needs to be 
confronted in the church in Northern Vietnam. 

The answers of converts and of people born in Protestant families, hardly differed. So, there is little 
or no difference in what converts and others believe. Somewhat surprisingly, converts even were 
less hesitant to answer the questions and were somewhat more likely to give the right answers. This 
shows that converts make a conscious effort to understand the content of the Christian faith, even 
in a way that some who grow up in Christian families don't.

In 70 of the 80 churches, a leader's questionnaire (see Appendix 2) was completed that could be 
linked to the answers of church members. Apart from "Age of Churches," the results below are 
based on these 70 churches. 


4.1 Age of churches 

The oldest church was founded in 1915. Five churches were founded before 1934, but the vast 
majority were founded after 1991. There seems to have been a long period during which very few 
new churches were planted in Northern Vietnam. Political circumstances during this period made it 
very hard to plant churches. Obviously, this changed dramatically from the 1990s, with ever more 
churches being planted. How young the church in Vietnam is, is brought home by the fact that over 
half of all churches in the survey were planted after 2007.

4.2 Size of churches 

How many members does your church have? (Total community: adults and children) 

What is the average attendance at worship services? 

The average size of the churches in the survey is 94 members. As the analysis in this study is based 
on attendance rather than membership, which can be inflated, attendance numbers are more 
relevant. The average attendance in the surveyed churches (as reported by the leaders) is 52, 
ranging from 6 to 920. The median is 28. Questionnaires received back from members are 53% of 
claimed attendance, or 60% when the largest church is not included. Children not filling in the 
questionnaire probably accounts for about 15%. Leaders overreporting of average attendance and 
non-response of people present must be the explanation for the other 25%, but it is impossible to 
know in which proportion. Assuming 12.5% for each, it can be concluded that attendance reporting 
is not inflated by much (especially considering the likelihood that a pastor will think of a 'good 
Sunday' rather than an 'average Sunday' when reporting attendance), and that the response rate is 
extremely high.

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4.3 Church planters 

Churches planted in Northern Vietnam are fairly equally divided between an individual planting a 
church, and a group. 50% of all churches were planted by a pastor, 38% by a group of believers, 5% 
by foreign Christians, and 8% by others. This pattern holds both for older and for newer churches 
(less than ten years old). However, in a related area, there is an interesting difference between how 
older and newer churches are planted. With newer churches, 85% of the time, the initiative came 
from local churches or individuals.

4.4 Small groups 

Only 6 churches report not having small groups. The importance of small groups as part of church 
life in Northern Vietnam is evident from the number of people reported to be in small groups: 72% 
of the total attendance. (This is somewhat higher than the percentage of individuals saying they are 
members of a small group, but the same as the percentage of people saying they attend any church 
meeting outside the worship service.) 

4.5 Baptism 

The typical time from conversion to baptism is about 6 months, with quite a few churches doing it 
either quicker at 3 months or waiting for 1 year. 

4.6 Leadership training 

Most churches report training their leaders: 53 churches do so, 7 did not answer the question about 
training, and only 10 churches say there is no leadership training. In the churches that report

4.7 Theology and traditions 

Only two churches report baptizing infants (children under seven years old). In two-thirds of all 
churches people speak in tongues during worship times. Sermons are a part of almost every worship 
service. In 78% of churches this is always the case, with almost all other churches answering 'often.' 
In 94% of churches, the Lord's Supper is celebrated once a month. Women are widely accepted in 
pastoral ministry, with only 3 churches reporting not having women serving on the church board, 
and only 10 churches where women do not preach.

The 70 churches between them said they have 132 full-time staff members. This is one staff 
member for every 26 worshipers. It seems impossible that churches could pay for that many staff. A 
combination of the following factors may explain this high staff ratio: 1. Some staff serve full-time 
but unpaid. 2. Some staff serve in ministry alongside regular jobs. 3. Some staff are paid by foreign

Both tables show that evangelism and church planting is a high priority for churches in Northern 
Vietnam. Even though most churches are not yet 10 years old, the majority are already trying to 
plant daughter churches. There is some evidence however that the high value placed on church 
planting is partly aspirational and not yet operational. Only 24 churches (out of the 70) say they 
have already planted a daughter church in the last 10 years.

A majority of the churches in Northern Vietnam meet in homes (a house or an apartment), but 
because of their larger size, churches with their own facility contain the majority of all worshipers.

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the growth of the church in Vietnam can hardly be overstated. Of the 39 churches in our sample 
that were planted after 2006, only 2 have their own facility. Church planting, and church growth in 
the vital first ten years of a church's existence almost never takes place in owned facilities. 

Location seems to be less relevant, with the larger churches situated on secondary roads.

A few people among the response group seem to be counting very optimistically or are getting very 
little sleep. Most striking in this table is how close the time effort of lay leaders, part-time staff and 
full-time staff is. A typical lay leader gives 15 hours a week to ministry (including prayer), a typical 
part-timer 21 hours and a typical full-timer 28 hours.

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5 Church Growth 


The most encouraging finding was that: 

Many churches have a conversion growth rate of over 10% a year! 


5.1 Factors considered 

Many different factors from the research data were compared to the conversion growth percentage 
of a church over the last 10 years to see which ones correlated to higher church growth. 

The factors considered were: 


• age of church 

• size of church 

• traditionality 

• house group involvement 

• speed of baptism 

• infant baptism 

• charismatic identity 

• leader training 

• music style 

• place of sermons in worship service 

• frequency of the Lord's Supper 

• women on the church board 

• women preaching 

• leadership structure 

• existence of separate budgets for 
social work, evangelism, church 
planting, and missions 

• church facility 

• church location 

• paid staff 


• involvement of foreign missionaries 

• sending out of church planters, cross- 
cultural church planters, and church 
planters abroad 

• whether the church was planted by a 
pastor, group, or missionary 

• initiator of the church plant 

• presence of founding pastor 

• time spent in various aspects of 
ministry 

• members' theological orthodoxy 

• pastor seeking counsel 

• pastor knowing which members are 
gifted as evangelists 

• average member perception scores 
on volunteer training, inspirational 
prayer times, traditionality of the 
church, inspirational worship services, 
small group emphasis and laughter in 
church. 


5.2 Factors that positively correlate with church growth 

Of the above, the factors that were positively correlated with conversion growth were: 

(i.e., if the church had one or more of these characteristics it was more likely to be growing faster) 

• using no instruments 

• a high percentage of members not believing faith guarantees healing 

• high orthodoxy among the membership (as measured by the right answers to the five 
doctrinal questions) 

• meeting in a house 

• not having paid church ministers

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5.3 Factors that negatively correlate with church growth 


The factors that negatively correlated with conversion growth were: 

(i.e., if the church had one or more of these characteristics it was more likely to be growing slowly) 

• the age of the church 

• a minister who has ministered for a long time in this church 

• use of organ or piano 

• having paid church ministers 

5.4 The three most significant factors in church growth 

By far the most powerful predictor of conversion growth was the age of a church. In newly planted 
churches many more people come to the Lord than in older churches. 

The other two factors that independent correlate to faster conversion growth or the lack of it (using 
a significance level of 10%) are unpaid church leadership and a right theology about healing. 

Together these three factors explain 37% in the variance between conversion percentages of 
Northern Vietnamese churches (see appendix 'Vietnamese model'). 


How this works out is clear from the following tables:

5 Mean and median in the table above: the mean percentage is calculated by adding up the percentages of 
converts in each church and dividing that by the total number of churches. The median percentage is the 
percentage in the church exactly in the middle, with as many churches having a higher as a lower percentage 
of converts. In every case in this study, the average or mean was higher than the median. This is because the 
distribution is skewed by some unusual churches. The average is around 7%. It is possible for the growth 
percentage to be 20% higher, but it cannot be more than 7% lower.

5.5 Conclusions on church Growth 

Several conclusions on church growth are clear here: 

• For continued growth of the church in Northern Vietnam new churches need to be planted 
continually. Old churches lose their ability to attract new believers. To reach Northern 
Vietnam, church leaders need to think 'more churches,' not 'bigger churches.' 

• New churches often desire to have their own pastor. This research suggest that this may 
help the members feel good, but it does not necessarily help the church to grow. This seems 
counterintuitive. The most likely explanation is that when there is a 'minister,' the church 
members cease to minister. Church leaders who want their church to grow, should not see 
it as their primary task to take care of the church members, but to empower the church 
members to reach others with the Gospel. Churches that do not have a pastor, should not 
feel inferior, but serve the Lord with gladness. 

• Theology makes a difference. Enthusiasm for God's power to heal is great. But when reality 
is denied, people are pushed away. The church is called to be honest and accept that God 
does not solve all problems here on earth. This is not just good theology, it also helps the 
church to grow in Northern Vietnam.

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6 Concluding word 


The results of this research are respectfully presented to all who are concerned for the spread of the 
gospel and the growth of the church in Vietnam. 

It is exciting and encouraging to see that God is at work. Though the church in Northern Vietnam is 
still small, it is growing and people of all ages and all educational levels are coming to faith. 

It is helpful to understand how God is at work. He is bringing Vietnamese people to faith in Jesus 
Christ through many different means, but particularly through new church plants, older people, and 
printed material to bring many more people to faith. At the same time there are many challenges: 
to more effectively reach and keep men, to keep the teenagers who are more easily won but also 
easily lost, and to see daughter churches planting their own daughter churches who in turn plant 
their own daughter churches. 

As we better understand how God has been at work by His spirit for His glory, may we better align 
our own ways of working with His, so that more and more people may come to know and follow 
Jesus Christ and become part of His people His church in Northern Vietnam.
